1 . Claims 1 -7, 9-11,1 3-1 9, 21-30, 32-34, 36-42, 44-57, 59-61 , 63-69, 71 -73, and 
147-152 are pending. Claims 1, 24, 51-57, 59-61, 63-69, and 71-73 have been 
amended in this communication filed 7/06/09 entered as Response to Non-Final Action. 

2. The IDS filed 9/1 1/09 has been considered and entered. 

3. The Objections to claims 1 , 24, 51 , and 68 have been overcome by Applicants' 
amendments and are hereby withdrawn. 

4. The 35 USC 1 1 2, First Paragraph Rejections for claims 1 -7, 9-11,1 3-1 9, 21-30, 
32-34, 36-42, 44-57, 59-61, 63-73, and 147-152 have been overcome by Applicants' 
convincing arguments and are hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 9-11, 13-19, 21-30, 32-34, 36-42, 44-57, 59-61, 63-69, 71-73, and 
147-152 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art Bierenbaum discloses a system, method, and storage medium for modeling a 
financial service organization (FSO) business in a computer software program and 
storage for the model of the FSO business in the database. Bierenbaum did not 
disclose processing a credit card transaction using a processing relationship definition 
of the prepared processing relationship definitions and the one processing relationship 
definition which includes at least one lower level relationship object representing the 
FSO physical entity. Jung discloses a hierarchical tree structure to a hypergraph 
representation with the graph showing parent/child relationships between

persons/offices within an organization (for example, between CEO and VP Sales) but 
does not disclose processing a credit card transaction using a processing relationship 
definition of the prepared processing relationship definitions and the one processing 
relationship definition which includes at least one lower level relationship object 
representing the FSO physical entity. 

Costa, G.H.A.; Tanaka, A.K.; and Campos, M.L.M. discloses a database design 
environment based on the (ER)2 model which specifies events and rules along with 
entities and relationships which facilitate analysis, design, implementation and 
maintenance of active business rules but does not disclose processing a credit card 
transaction using a processing relationship definition of the prepared processing 
relationship definitions and the one processing relationship definition which includes at 
least one lower level relationship object representing the FSO physical entity. 
Blanning, R.W. discloses the theory of model management which allows models and 
stored data to be viewed as complementary sources of information but does not 
disclose processing a credit card transaction using a processing relationship definition 
of the prepared processing relationship definitions and the one processing relationship 
definition which includes at least one lower level relationship object representing the 
FSO physical entity. An extensive search of the applicable prior art was done but 
showed no better references.
